Ihe first Ifetropolitan of Orthodox Churches in Polandj lUBH^ waa killed fay 
a fanatic Bnssian monk only because he supp or t ed Ukrali4 ana In the Or t hodox 
Church* The next Metropolitan waa DIOMISro (Dioidsl^/Wiii^ , a Roaaian 

who waa an inatrunent of the Polish snthorities* DlSilZII was inatruoted 
by the Polea not to make Ukrainian appointeenta to Orthodox pariahea in Qalioia
